Said Sedgwick, in Iii* discus­ 
sion of Melville’s book "Pierre”: “To 
be happy, indeed to be human, a 
m ans mind must not see that his 
oasis is a mirage. He must believe iii 
tho color and warmth that tile sun 
gives, he must believe in human 
faces; to survive he must live in 
appearance, not in reality.’' 
The world Is filled with people who 
would defeat our faith, take away 
the clements of our nature that urge 
us on to believe. They would Invite 
us to look upon every noble objec­ 
tive as some kind of a mirage. 
We all. throughout life. become 
acquainted with many illusions.

Tills is the oil that Is In the better 
grades of anti-freeze, and that is 
why cooling systems that have been 
treated to these better solutions have 
given so much longer rust-free serv­ 
ice. It is important, however, to re­ 
member that unless some emulsify­ 
ing oil Is added for the system’s 
summer coolant protection is con­ 
fined to wintertime. A little of such 
oil goes a long way. Don’t overdo it.

I had 
to admit that the scoring was very 
slight, but still insisted that the 
drums should be taken off and cut 
smooth again This didn t appeal to 
the owner at all. Fie decided to wait 
until the drums were more badly 
scored, so lie could get his money’s 
worth out of the service Job. Now he 
has drums so scored they will bo too 
thin when trued Tills simply means 
they'll be more apt to warp.” 
There's a handy way of knowing 
whether to proceed or to stop to let 
an approaching driver make a left 
turn across your path.
